Ford Buoyant Over 
China Trip Outcome 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (UPI) 
— President Ford, fresh from 
“very, very constructive” talks 
in China, arrived today from 
Peking for a one-day, largely 
ceremonial visit with President 
Suharto. He was greeted by 
thousands of Indonesian school 
children and a 21-gun salute. 
Ford was buoyant after his 
four days of talks with Chinese 
leaders in which he emerged 
convinced of two things: U.S.- 
Chinese relations are healthy 
and getting healthier, despite 
differences over detente and 
Taiwan; 
and full diplomatic 
relations w ith Peking — a l­ 
ready bubbling as a presiden­ 
tial cam p aig n issue — may 
take years to achieve. 
As the President, his wife 
Betty 
and 
daughter 
Susan 
descended from Air Force One 
after an eight-hour flight, they 
were m et by Suharto, Mrs. 
Suharto and Sultan Hamengku 
Buwono, vice president of this 
island republic celebrating its 
3ftth year of independence from 
centuries of Dutch colonial rule 
With pastel parasols guarding 
them from a tropical drizzle, 
the welcoming party threw blue 


leis around the necks of the 
First Family. Artillery pieces 
of 
the Indonesian arm y, 
in 
which Suharto serves 
as 
a 
general, boomed a welcoming 
salute across the tarm ac at 
Halim Airport on the outskirts 
of Jakarta. 
The two presidents departed 
by 
motorcade shortly 
after­ 
w ard s for the 30-minute drive 
to 
the state palace. 
School 
child ren mobilized along the 
route 
waved 
and 
shouted 
greetings to Ford, only 
the 
second U S president to visit 
Indonesia 
Throngs of other residents of 
this capital city of 5.5 million 
stood along the 12-mile m otor­ 
cade route which was festooned 
with flags of both nations.

Ford. Suharto and their wives 
loomed high over the crowds, 
and banners strung across the 
streets read in Indonesian

Ford Calls From Peking 
Tax Relief, Reform Bill 
Passes Despite Warning 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
House has passed a bill to 
extend antirecession tax relief 
and raise new revenues through 
reforms even though President 
Ford called from Peking to say 
that if it reaches the White 
House without a spending cap 
he will veto it. 
The bill passed Thursday on 
a 257-168 vote. It triggered the 
presidential veto threat because 
the House refused to attach a 
$395 billion spending ceiling for 
fiscal year 1977. 
The Senate is expected to 
make some adjustments, hold­ 
ing over until next year the 


loophole closing provisions to

in 
new 
revenues while agreeing to a 
limited extension of the 1975 tax 
reductions. 
Strategists planning Senate 
revisions hope to produce a bill 
the President cannot refuse 
About $13 billion in individual 
tax reductions and about $2.5 
billion in business tax relief on 
the books for 1975 will expire 
Jan. 
I if there is no new 
legislation. 
House Republican 
lead er 
John Rhodes said that in a 
Pekmg-to-Washington call, Ford 
reaffirm ed his intention to veto 


the House bill if there was no 
agreement to put a lid on 
spending in 1977 to partly offset 
the revenues lost by granting 
tax relief. 


A 
Republican 
attempt 
to 
recommit the bill to the Ways 
and 
Means Committee with 
instructions to report it back 
with a spending ceiling was 
defeated 220-202.

DETROIT (UPI) — Federal officials set the stage 
today for a confrontation between an unidentified 
witness and three New Jersey Teamsters he said 
kidnaped and killed former Teamsters International 
boss Jam es Hoffa. 
The meeting was set for Saturday at an identification 
lineup ordered by a federal judge. 
Robert Ozer, head of the U.S. Organized Crime Strike 
Task Force in Detroit, said Thursday two men may hold 
the key to what happened to Hoffa. 
One, he said, was a man who said he saw the 
abduction. 
The other, Ozer said, was a man who named the New 
Jersey men as participants in Hoffa’s abduction and 
murder.

Covert Operations Exposed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate investigators say the 
CIA has conducted thousands of covert operations 
seeking to influence events in Chile and other foreign 
countries.

Shakedown Brings Drugs 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) — A “ shakedown” of 
the Indiana State Prison Thursday uncovered most of 
the drugs taken from the institution’s hospital shortly 
after noon. 
Prison officials locked inmates in their cells and 
conducted the afternoon and evening search after three 
inmates forced their way into the hospital and took 
drugs from a cabinet while holding a medical technician 
at knifepoint.

He was 
serving a term for attempted manslaughter. 
Clark filed a habeas corpus motion in Henry Circuit 
Court, and the judge ruled there was sufficient cause to 
hold him for extradition.

Court Nomination 


More attention is being placed on the role of women 
in society-especially those in top-level positions in 
business and government. 
The growing emphasis on ending years of looking 
as women mainly as housewives cam e to thefnrefront 
again recently when speculators predicted President 
Ford would name a women to replace William O. 
Douglas on the U.S. Supreme Court. 
This did not come about, though. The Presidnet 
selected Judge John Paul Stevens of Chicago. 
From many standpoints, the selection appears to be 
a good one. Stevens, 55, is presently svrvving on the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the 7th Circuit, which in­ 
cludes Indiana. 
The Am erican Bar Association, after reviewing the 
President’s selection ot Stevens rated the judge 
“highly qualified’’ for the Suprem e Court post. 
The sam e opinion has been expressed by law school 
deans and professors, as w ell as lawyers who have 
appeared in Stevens' court. 
In announcing his decision, President Ford term ed 
Stevens as being the “best qualified”to replace the 
retiring Douglas.. 
It is hoped that all of the persons considered for the 
post by Ford were well qualified for the position and 
could 
have 
handled 
it 
successfully. 


In fact when considering the candidates, it would be 
very hard to actually call one the “best qualified” 
considering the high caliber of persons in line for the 
nomination. 


Among those were Carla Hills, present Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Developm ent, and U S District 
Judge Cornelia Kennedy of Detroit. 


Both of these women were qualified--and either 
would have been a “popular” choice in light oy the 
women’s movement. 


Although the President’s decision appears to be 
another step toward consolidating a conservative 
view in the nation’s highest court, he at least did not 
bow to pressure to nominate a wom an simple because 
of her sex. 


In the long run, that is exactly what leaders of 
women's m ovem ent want--equality, with decisions 
not based on the sex of the person seeking a position.

Understanding Stroke Variations 


Many readers write and 
inquire about strokes. The 
confusion that exists is un­ 
derstandable because there are 
so many variations of this 
condition. 
A stroke is sometimes called 
“apoplexy” 
or 
“cerebral 
vascular accident” (CVA). All 
strokes indicate that the normal 
supply of blood and oxygen to 
the brain has been interfered 
with This could be caused by a 
spasm of an artery, by a break 
(hemorrhage) of an artery, or 
by a clot that forms within the 
blood vessels. The latter is 
known as a “thrombus.” 
The severity of a stroke and 
the symptoms associated with it 
depend, of course, on the size of 
the blood vessel that is affected. 
When the blood supply to a 
large portion of the brain is 
affected, 
many 
different 
symptoms will appear. 
The brain itself has many 
separate areas which are 
responsible for movement, for 
pain control, for speech, for 
hearing, for sight, and for all 
other functions of the body. 
Stroke 
symptoms 
are 
therefore dependent on the part 
of the brain that is affected by 
the interference with the blood 
supply. 
Not all people with stroke 
have their speech affected. 
There is a small part of the 
brain known as ‘Broca’s area. ” 
It is responsible for the un­ 


derstanding of the spoken word. 
In a right-handed person the 
Broca’s area is located in the 
left side of the brain. In a left­ 
handed person, it is located in 
the right side of the brain. 
If the blood supply to Broca’s 
area is interrupted, speech will 
be affected. 
There are many complex 
reasons why some people with 
strokes develop paralysis of the 
legs and arms, while others do 
not. 
There was a time when a 
sense of hopelessness was 
associated with this condition. 
Today, victims of stroke, even 
very severe strokes, are now 
being 
released 
from 
the 
limitations of chronic 
in­ 
validism. 
The science of rehabilitative 
medicine has been responsible 
for 
the 
most 
ingenius 
techniques for retraining the 
person with stroke, and again 
returning him to comparative 
good 
health and personal 
dignity. 
Psychological support, in 
addition 
to 
physical 
re­ 
education, 
has 
been 
remarkably effective in the

A uthorship Of M atthew 
The au th o rsh ip of M atthew is 
still a question. Most Scholars 
are convinced th at the gospel 
could not have been w ritten by 
M atth ew the apostle an d tax 
collector (9:9). The la tte r would 
have been long dead by the tim e 
the gospel appeared. But it is 
possible, and even likely, that 
the apostle M atthew com piled £ 
collection of Je su s’s sayings, 
and th at th e w riter of the gospel, 
som e 70 v e a rs later, took the pen 
nam e M atthew ’ in o r d e r s t 
honor the apostle for his worn. 
M atthew m ay well h av e been 
Jew ish even though he w rote ir 
Greek T he w riter of the gospel 
w as e n tire ly 
fa m ilia r 
w ith 
Jew ish law s, observances, and 
traditions. It is significant that

Auth* nticity of (he Gospels

from accounts w ritten long after 
his d eath, how can we be sure 
that the accounts a re correct 
and that the w ords attrib u ted to 
Jesu s a re his actual w o rd s7 The

questions is not as g re a t as it 
m ight a p p e a r. It seem s plain 
that from the very tim e that 
Jesu s began his c a re e r m any of 
his sayings w ere w ritten down. 
The m ere fact that quotations 
ap p ear in the gospels in such 
g rat abu n d an ce and w ere never 
challenged on the ground of 
au th en ticity a ould indicate the

P rio r to Je su s’m inistry,a 
profound public preacher c ame 
roaring out of an isolated en­ 
vironm ent to proclaim the 
coming of Jesus for the world. 
His nam e was John the 
Baptist and he called the people 
of God to the attention of the 
coming kingdom. He also called 
on them to repent and to clean 
up their idea of worship. 
We know from biblical ac­ 
counts that Jesus and John were 
and ate sparingly of fresh and 
the Virgin were cousins.We also 
know that John was a simple 
individual who dressed plainly 
and ate sparingly of fesh and 
natural food. 
It was the Baptist’s task to 
prepare men and women for the 
coming C h rist His. ^}reachirg» 
was 
in 
indictm ent 
of the 
religious teachings of his day. 
He proclaimed the coming of 
Christ’s Kindgom. It was this 
talk, you may rem em ber, that 
got both Jesus and John in 
trouble with the authorities. 


Neither Herod or the Roman 
E m peror were about to permit 
or acknowledge another king. 
But the kingdom was coming 
and the king with it and John 
proclaim ed the coming kingdom 
of Christ. That kingdom, of 
course, would have as its sub­ 
jects those who would promise 
alligiance to Christ as Lord, 
saviour and king. 
John also preached against 
corrupt religion. The religious 
attitudes in John’s day were full 
of 
dead 
form alism 
and 
liturgy. There had 
been no 
prophet calling the people back 
to God for 400 years. The em ­ 
phasis was on ceremony and 
ritu a l 
and 
not 
on 
one’s 
relationship to the living Lord of 
life. 
John called on the church of 
his day to cleanse itself. He did 
not ask the temple worshippers 
to attend more often. He did not 
ask that they increase their 
weekly contributions. He was 
not the least concerned about- 
what they learned from their 
worship experiences. What he 
did say was “He 
who has two 
coats, let hjm share with him 
who has none;and he who has 
food, let him do likewise.” 
John was calling on God’s 
people to begin living the way 
God would want them to live. A 
prominenttheologian has said 
“ If the kingdom of God is here, 
it is time to begin living like 
m em b ers of the fam ily of 
G o d .’’We 
C h ristian s 
today 
m ight want to take that advice. 
F inally the fo re ru n n e r of 
C h rist called on people to 
re p e n t: “ Bring fo rth ...fruits 
m e et 
for 
rep en t­ 
ance'. Repentence m eans more 
than telling God and neighbors 
you are sorry for your sins.It 
literally means turning around 
and walking away from our sins 
to begin a new life. 
The Baptist knew who was 
com ing after him. He knew the 
world was about to receive its 
saviour and he wanted people to 
be ready.
